Today in many Canadian 
eommuniies the consumer has the 
ehtqe pf buying an pttractively 
dressed whole fowl, a half, a quarter, 
a leg—and if she likes, she can leayc 
the wings for those who want then’ 
Jurkey steaks have caugit on anc 
are provilig popular on some marketa 
Because of its better flavor and qual- 
ity and the elimination of much un- 
pleasant kitchen labor, ready-to- 
cook and eviscerated poultry is find- 
ing increasing favor from coast 
coast, 

To maintain an optimum of halence 
hetween production and consumption 
poultry producers realize that not only 
must the product be attractively pre- 
sented, it must have the highest qual- 
{ty and flavoy possible, While it is lm- 
portant to produce a bird with good 
flavor, it is equally important to re- 
tain that flavor right up to the time 
it reaches the consumer's table. 

Research work has shown that one 
of the best ways to achieve this and 

_ avoid “off” flavors and visceral taint 
ig to remoye the entrails soon after 
the bird is killed. This of course must 
be combined with up-to-date and ap 
proved processing practices such as 
are followed in the registered grad 
ing station program in Canada, where 
emphasis is placed on sanitation 
efficient processing, cooling anil 
freezing. 

When everyone is interested in cute 
ting down costs it is pointed out that 
when cutting-up and evisceration is | 
practised at the initial shipping point 
a considerable saving is made in | 
freight as the eviscerating shrink bas 
been estimated to be about 22 to 25 
percent. On long hauls this saving in; 
freight has been found to approximate 
a cent a pound, Considered in terms 
of millions of pounds shipped in Can- 
ada every year it is readily seen what 
an effect this would have on the whole 
poultry meat industry. And if this! 
eaving in shipping might be passed on 
to the consumer, then it is conceiv- 
ble that the present 28 pounds an- 
nually consumed per capita might be 
increased to the benefit of all con- 
cerned.

How the inflationary spiral can 
undermine, the very basis of free 
Canadian democracy and the positive 
steps which should be taken now to 
meet this threat were emphasized by 
James Muir in-his Presidential ad- 
dress at the annual meeting of share- 
holders of The Royal Bank of Canada. 

The Korean war, said Mr, Muir, 
and the threat of war elsewhere, had 
posed new inflationary problems on 
an economy already fatigued by the 
long struggle against inflation since 
the close of World War II. “We no 
longer have that excess capacity in 
capital and manpower that made pos- 
sible more guns and more butter in 
the early years of the last struggle. 

“Full employment of men and re- 
sources is a symptom of economic 
strength in peacetime. It means how- 
ever that any additional demands 
upon the economy can be met only 
by curtailing demand elsewhere, This 
means that the additional demand 
upon our economy arising out of re- 
armament must be met by cutting 
back our normal peacetime demand 
for capital and consumption goods. 


COST OF REARMAMENT 

“This curtailment of peacetime de- 
mand is the cost of wartime rearma- 
ment, This cost cannot be postponed. 
It must be met at once. And the 
fundamental problem of war econom- 
ics is to ensure that only the least 
essential part of peacetime demand is 
thus curtailed, 

“In this way we can reduce the 
dislocation of our economy caused by 
new armament expenditure. If we can 
reduce this dislocation we can in- 
crease the effectiveness of our war 
effort, and at the same time we can 


defend will in fact be preserved. 

“What part of peacetime demand 
can most economically be sacrificed 
to the needs of defence? 

“There are broadly three areas of 
lemand in which cut-backs might 
conceivably be made. They are (1) 
the demand by consumers, especially 
for durable goods; (2) the demand by 
business for materials needed in the 
expansion of plant and equipment; 


re that the freedom we aim to 


and (3) the demand by government’ 


for non-military goods and services. 

“Further inflation can be avoided 
if the money value of increased 
armament is offset by the reduced 
demand by consumers, business and 
government for non-military goods 
and services, 


CONTROLS NOT ENOUGH 


“Once the limits of voluntary sav- 
ing have been reached we are forced 
to rely on increased taxes, and on 
physical controls. Physical controls 
may operate indirectly through credit 
curbs or directly through govern- 
ment allocation of scarce materials 
combined in various degrees with 
price control and rationing. 

“These physical controls are not, 
properly speaking, deflationary at all. 
From bitter experience after the last 
war, we know that physical controls 
conceal but do not directly reduce 
inflationary pressure. They attack 


the symptoms and leave the disease 
itself unchecked, Their proper use is 
to divert demand from scarce to 
relatively less scarce goods and ser- 
vices; or, in some cases, to provide a 
stop-gap until fiscal and monetary 
policy can reduce inflationary pres- 
sure through direct action, Physical 
controls have their use, especially. in 
total war, but they are no substitute 
for devices that really attack infla- 
tion, 


TO FIGHT INFLATION 


“The suggestions made in this ap- 
praisal of ways to fight inflation 
would, I think, be broadly acceptable 
to a majority of citizens, whether in- 
side or outside the government. I 
would summarize them as follows: 

1) Voluntary saving through the 
patriotic restraint of consump- 
tion should be encouraged, by 
the precept and example of gov- 
ernment, business, and private 
citizens; i.e.; through less non- 
military expenditure by govern- 
ment, less capital expansion by 
business, and less consumption 
(especially on credit) on the 
part of private citizens, 
Voluntary saving should be en- 
couraged, borrowing discourag- 
ed, and fiscal policy made effec- 
tive by allowing a continued 
movement towards higher inter- 
est rates, 

Taxes required to prevent infla- 
tion should penalize consump- 
tion and reward saving, whether 
through direct taxes on con- 
sumption or through income 
taxes that exempt to some de-

INCOME TAXES 
COULD BECOME 
TWO-EDGED SWORD 


The most powerful weapon in 
the fight against inflation is gen- 
erally supposed to be a stiff in- 
crease in the income tax. But the 
test of efficiency must be that any 
income tax increases shall penalize 
spending and reward saving. 

Such a criterion would rule out 
drastic increases in corporate 
taxes, especially excess profits 
taxes, tend to encourage waste in 
management; and, in addition, ex- 
cess profits taxes are arbitrary in 
their impact and inflationary in 
their final effect, 

The personal income tax is it- 
self a blunt instrument that may 
hit spenders and savers alike; 
nevertheless it may prove to be 
the only weapon with sufficient 
power to check spending, even 
though in the process some saving 
is hit as well. 

To minimize these faults, and to 
ensure fairness, I would suggest 
that any increase in income tax 
burdens should recognize: (1) that 
an effective attack upon inflation- 
ary spending can only be made by 
broadening the tax base through 
lower personal exemptions; (2) 
that equity demands the vigorous 
reduction of income tax evasion, 
now all too apparent outside the 
fixed wage and salary group; (3) 
that equity and efficiency alike 
demand the exemption from in- 
come tax, wherever possible, of 
the bona fide saving of the public. 
In its simplest form, this might 
include the limited exemption of 
insurance premiums and of net 
purchases of savings bonds over 
the year. 

I am aware that to implement 
the third suggestion may be work 
for a genius in political and social 
invention; but, if so, we should be 
looking for him. Otherwise, as tax 
rates rise, the blunt instrument of 
the income tax may become a 
dangerous and perverse weapon 
that penalizes saving even more 
than it penalizes spending. 

The failure to exempt saving 
when income taxes are very high 
will not only reduce their power 
to prevent inflation in the short 
run, but may in the long run 
prove a positive danger to democ- 
racy itself. The extremes of “left” 
and “right” in the world today are 
mediated in the great democracies 
by a strong middle class. It weuld 
be a tragedy indeed if democracy 
should perish because, in the sup- 
posed interest of its own defence, 
it liquidated this guardian of 
democratic institutions,

Direct controls, especially in the 
form of price control and ra- 
tioning, should be measures of 
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the last resort, and should be! 


treated as stop-gap devices, not 
as substitutes for a true anti- 
inflationary policy, 
“Perhaps we should not ignore the 
possibility that, having failed to real- 
ize their hopes of capitalist collapse 
through post-war depression, the 
communists are now trying to engi- 


neer capitalist collapse through the | 


inflationary pressure of a continuous 
armaments boom; But once the re- 
quired amount of armaments expan- 
sion has been determined, the infla- 


\tionary problem created by that ex- 


pansion must somehow be met. 


“As a means to this end I should 
like once more to emphasize the 
moral and economic obligation of 
democratic governments to maintain 
ordinary expenditures at the lowest 
possible level. If democratic govern- 
ments fail to meet this obligation, 
they will in effect be giving a meas- 
ure of aid and comfort to the enemy, 
At this stage, the most important 
weapon in the ,whole arsenal of war 
controls is the contro] of ordinary 
government expenditure. 


Emphatically, the price of our 
safety is not only the expenditure of 
vast sums provided by savings and 


jtaxes, but eternal vigilance over the 


uses to which these funds are put. A 
major defence effort has such an im- 
pact upon our economic resources 
and our standard of living that a 
democratic government would be 
guilty of criminal negligence if it did 
not do all it could to preserve the 
free economy by confining its ordi- 
nary expenditures to the absolute 
minimum,

Protests Received Against 
Reduction In Classes For 
Heavy Horses At Fairs 


WINNIPEG. — Is old faithful 
“Dobbin” becoming obsolete be- 
cause of the farm tractor? This 

uestion posed: a problem for 
the livestock committee of the 
Western Canada association of 
Exhibitions at the convention 
held here. ; 

The committee had received a let- 
ter fyom heavy horse organizations 
protesting against any reduction in 
classes for heavy horses at circuit 
“A” fairs, or any reduction in prize 
money, 

The five prairie fairs on circuit 
“A” are at Brandon, Regina, Saska- 
toon, Edmonton, and Calgary. 

The letter of protest arose through 
rumors that the tractor is replacing 
the horse on the farm, and that now 
there are not enough horses to make 
a creditible showing at fairs. 
Convention delegates decided to 
face facts as they saw them. Heavy 
horses, they believed, are on their 
way out, and whether or not classes 
are reduced for them, at present 
there would be few heavy horses 
shown anyway. 

The changing trend, they said, ob- 
viously indicates tractors are shov- 
ing aside the old gray mare that 
“ain’t what she used to be.” 

Upshot the committee passed this 
resolution: the exhibition association 
should consider the revision of the 
heavy horse section of prize lists 
with a view to bringing the total 
prize money for all classes of live- 
stock more closely into conformity 
with their respective places of im- 
portance in agriculture.
